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Council Acts On Vandalism But 
Still Ponders Golden Triangle

City council took some first steps toward combating vandal¬ 
ism at its Monday, October 7 meeting by directing the installa¬ 
tion of improved lighting and the clearing of underbrush in the 
wooded area adjacent to St. Hugh's school. Msgr. O’Donnell of 
St, Hugh’s had last month reported to council that windows at 
the church costing $2,500 had been broken. 


Following Msgr. O’Donnell’s re¬ 
port, meetings were held among 
city staff members to explore var¬ 
ious ways of meeting the prob¬ 
lem. The police Dept, was direc¬ 
ted to apprehend the culprits and 
refer them to Greenbelt CARES. 
In addition, it was suggested there 
be a clearing of underbrush adja¬ 
cent to the city roadway and 
parking area adjacent to St. 
Hugh’s for a distance back from 
the parking lot approximately 
equal to the area cleared behind 
the Jaycee club house building. 

At Monday’s meeting, Msgr. O'¬ 
Donnell expressed some concern 
that communication between the 
city and the citizens on this topic 
was inadequate. Council members 
assured him that they had every 
intent of pursuing the matter vig¬ 
orously and that the next series of 
meetings on this topic will start to 
bring in the public. 

Golden Triangle 

The future status of the Golden 
Triangle once again caused a lot 
of head scratching at council. The 
city’s Advisory Planning Board 
had prepared a report listing the 
advantages and disadvantages of 
several suggested types of develop¬ 
ment for the 57-acre tract located 
on Greenbelt Road between Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue and the Capital 
Beltway. 

Mayor Richard Pilski felt that 
the APB report was not decisive 
enough in its conclusions. He was 
joined by councilman Gil Weiden- 
feld who wanted to be in a posi¬ 
tion to offer specific suggestions 
on the use of the Golden Triangle 
when approached by the developer. 
Councilmen Tom White and Ri¬ 
chard Castaldi, however, felt that 
it would be more fruitful if the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission would 
attach conditions to any develop¬ 
ment that would give the city in¬ 
put and a means of exercising its 
wishes. The APB was directed to 
continue its study. 

Greenbriar 

Upset by county action in per¬ 
mitting future Greenbriar tenants 
to store some of their possessions 
in the apartments they will even¬ 
tually occupy even though no use 
or occupancy permit had been 
granted, White moved that the city 
urge the county Department of 
Licenses and Inspections to refrain 
from such practices in the future. 
The motion failed by a 3 to 2 
vote, with Castaldi joining White. 

White also read a letter into the 
record from a disgruntled Green¬ 
briar purchaser who said that he 
had been promised a number of 
occupancy dates since July 1, none 
of which had materialized. White 
thought the developers’ sales force 
should be chastised by the county 
for making such rash promises. 

Pilski took exception to White’s 
position, saying that White made 
it sound like Greenbriar was the 
only real estate project in history 
to make unfulfilled promises on 
occupancy dates. Besides, Pilski, 
said, this man is asking for coun¬ 
cil help to get into his condomin¬ 
ium apartment as soon as possible 
and he wanted to know what 
White was doing to speed up the 
occupancy date for this man. 
White replied that in his opinion 
it was council’s duty to make sure 
that the rights of future occu¬ 
pants’ were being protected. 


Day Care Facility 

In a related matted dealing with 
Greenbriar, the council, with White 
dissenting, approved a special ex¬ 
ception and parking modification 
for the proposed day care facility 
in the Greenbriar Community 
Building. Two conditions sugges¬ 
ted by the city’s Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board were forwarded to 
the park and planning commission 
— (1) all loading and unloading 
of children to take place in the 
parking lot adjacent to the build¬ 
ing; and (2) no green space be 
converted for parking to support 
the school. This school would be 
operated by the Campus Center 
for Early Learning which is asso¬ 
ciated with Prince Georges Com¬ 
munity College. 

White was concerned that the 
rights of the future condominium 
owners through their association, 
would be jeopardized by the fact 
that the exception was being 
granted to Greenbriar Associates 
rather than to the condominium 
association. But Kay said that the 
latter is not operative yet and that 
in order for the residents to have 
the day care facility available as 
promised when they move in, the 
application had to be filed by the 
developer. 

Uniform Election Date 

The council went on record in 
opposition to a proposal by the 
Maryland Commission on State 
and Local Government Functions 
(Sherbow Commission) that £here 
be a uniform election date for all 
municipalities. The Sherbow 
Commission had suggested an Ap¬ 
ril election date, which has also 
been opposed by the Maryland 
Municipal League. 

The city felt that, in addition to 
stripping a city of its home rule 
right to select its own election day 
in accordance with its own needs, 
an April date would be undesirable 
since it puts the election in the 
middle of the budget process. 

City manager James Giese said 
that the two justifications that 
have often been made for a uni¬ 
form election date are that it would 
give better newspaper publicity 
and it would simplify record-keep¬ 
ing on the part of persons at the 
State level. With respect to the 
first, Giese said that in Greenbelt 
‘“we get ample local publicity,” 
with respect to the second, he did 
not think that simplification of 
records is a significant need to 
justify the inconvenience and re¬ 
strictions placed on municipalities. 

Springhill Lake Offer 

The city has received an offer 
from the Springhill Lake Apart¬ 
ments to pay one-half the cost of 
two additional lighted tennis 
courts at the Springhill Lake golf 
course. The city staff has com¬ 
pleted a plan for the develop¬ 
ment of the golf course property, 
maintaining seven holes and in¬ 
cluding two new tennis courts. 
The council referred the offer to 
the city’s Park and Recreation 
Advisory Committee. 

Tot Lots 

Council received a lengthy re¬ 
port (^£T6-74) prepared by Mary 
Clarke of PRAB on suggested im¬ 
provements in the condition of the 
city’s tot lots. The report stressed 
the need for trash containers and 
See CITY COUNCIL, p, 7, col.

Temperature Controls Are 
Installed in Brick Homes 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. has instal¬ 
led variable temperature controls 
on the heating plants of all of the 
masonry homes and the 12 Court 
of Ridge Road. In an effort to con¬ 
serve fuel, these controls will reg¬ 
ulate heat in a manner somewhat 
different than in the past. This 
new system should result in fuel 
savings during this and subsequent 
heating seasons. 

These new controls are variable 
temperature units which react to 
restore heat losses in accordance 
with a present comfort index or 
room temperature. As the out¬ 
door temperature drops, these 
controls react automatically to add 
the additional heat required to 
maintain the inside room temper¬ 
ature at a constant pre-determin¬ 
ed level. Unlike the old system, it 
should be noted that under the 
new arrangement radiators will 
only be as warm as needed to 
keep the temperature at the re¬ 
quired level. During periods of 
changing weather conditions the 
temperature of the water inside the 
system will vary from cool to hot 
since the overriding consideration 
is the room temperature and not 
the radiator temperature. 

The system is designed so that 
all radiators in the unit should be 
utilized during the heating season 
and as with any new system many 
problems were evident at the on¬ 
set. Since the systems were disa¬ 
ssembled for modification one of 
the prime problems was air pock¬ 
ets- in the radiators and supply 
lines, and it became necessary for 
members to bleed trapped air out 
of the radiators more often than 
they have in the past. Bleeder 
valve keys are available at the 
maintenance office. Caution must 
be taken to open the bleeder valve 
no more than one-half turn and 
the valve should remain open until 
water begins to appear. 

Once the new system is working 
properly it should prove to be a 
considerable improvement over its 
predecessor and should afford 
considerable savings in fuel oil.

The long-awaited results of the 
tests' of the Greenbriar sewage 
treatment facility show that the 
plant has met the discharge stand¬ 
ards set down by the State of 
Maryland and U.S. Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency (EPA), ac¬ 
cording to a Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) en¬ 
gineering staff report of Septem¬ 
ber 26. 

The report said in summary 
that “under the conditions exist¬ 
ing at the time of the test pro¬ 
gram, the plant demonstrated that 
it is capable of producing an ef¬ 
fluent equal to or exceeding in 
quality any plant that we presen¬ 
tly operate.” 

However, WSSC cautioned that 
it still adheres to its previously sta¬ 
ted position that it is not aware of 
any plant operating which pro¬ 
duces an effluent at all times that 
is within the limitations estab¬ 
lished by State and Federal per¬ 
mits for the Greenbriar plant. 

WSSC further pointed out that 
the test program did not dupli¬ 
cate the actual operating condi¬ 
tions that will be experienced when 
the plant is placed in operation. On 
the other hand, it observed that 
Greenbriar is unique, since it has 
been the practice with other plants 
to place them in service without 
any test program. 

To assure an adequate basis for 
reliably assessing the test pro¬ 
gram results, effluent analyses 
were made by five different labor¬ 
atories — WSSC, Maryland Re¬ 
sources Administration, ’ Blue 
Plains, Biospherics and WARF 
Institute, and England laboratory. 
All but Biospherics were engaged 
by WSSC. Greenbriar Associates 
retained Biospherics. 

A ten-day operating test (Sept. 
9-19 inclusive) was conducted to 
determine the plant’s capability 
to meet the conditions of the EPA 
and State of Maryland discharge 
permits. The test was conducted 
under the direction of JTC Envi¬ 
ronmental Consultants, Inc. who 
were retained by Greenbriar As¬ 
sociates. WSSC personnel operated 
the plant. Approximately 25,000 
gallons per day of raw sewage was 
trucked in from the Western 
Branch treatment plant, processed 
through the Greenbriar plant, and 
discharged into the emergency 
interconnecting sewer line which 
returns to Western Branch. 

The number of analyses made 
of the final effluent during the test 
program was approximately twice 
the number anticipated for rou¬ 
tine operation of this plant, and 
routine operation will be subject¬ 
ed to 2-3 times the testing for 
other plants. 

According to Greenbriar consul¬ 
tant John T. Cookson of JTC Con¬ 
sultants, the results collected by 
each laboratory indicate very 
close agreement on all parameters 
measured. “In no case,” he said, 
“did any laboratory measure an 
effluent sample which was in vio-

On September 19, the Prince 
Georges Environment Coalition 
formally requested EPA for an 
adjudicatory hearing on the grant¬ 
ing of a discharge permit for the 
Greenbriar treatment plant facil¬ 
ity. It listed 19 issues that EPA 
should consider before the permit 
is finally approved. 

The Coalition stated that the 
effluent from the plant would en¬ 
danger the health and welfare of 
people residing in and downstream 
from the Greenbelt community and 
the natural environment of public 
parks and other lands. It saw 
these dangers multiplying once 
the permit is final because such 
final determination “is certain to 
influence subsequent decisions with 
respect to pending applications 
for even larger interim treatment 
plants in the metropolitan Wash- 
ingon area.” 

The Coalition therefore request¬ 
ed denial of the permit, because 

(1) the developer will soon be able 
to discharge into the public treat¬ 
ment system (about July 1975) and 

(2) such action would discourage 
the proliferation of poorly super¬ 
vised private sewage systems as 
a means of circumventing the pre¬ 
sent sewer moratorium. 

As an alternative to the denial, 
the Coalition suggested amendment 
of the permit to require nitrogen 
removal, virus testing procedures, 
virus parameters, and higher lev¬ 
els of phosphorus and chlorine re¬ 
movals. lower effluent pH, and 
complete pre-operation testing, 

Greenbriar Appeal 

The request of Greenbriar As¬ 
sociates for an adjudicatory hear¬ 
ing has also been formally filed. 
The developers took exception to 
the requirement that a Class “A” 1 
superintendent be present on the 
treatment site at all times, declar¬ 
ing that EPA did not have the 
authority to mandate the manner 
of operations of a public sewer 
agency. Greenbriar proposed in¬ 
stead that (1) an operator shall 
be on site at all times and (2) a 
qualified supervisor who is certi¬ 
fied by the State of Maryland as 
at least a Class “C” superintend¬ 
ent shall be in charge of the plant. 

WSSC also requested that EPA’s 
requirement be changed, except 
that it recommended that the 
plant’s around-the-clock operators 
shall be under the general over¬ 
all supervision of one of the Com¬ 
mission’s two “Class A” super¬ 
intendents. According to WSSC, a 
superintendent's category is deter¬ 
mined by the capacity of the plant 
and “Class A” personnel are sta¬ 
tioned at regional plants where 
over a million gallons of sewage 
are treated daily. 

The developers asked that the 
requirement basing effluent limi¬ 
tations on maximum daily results 
of samples taken be replaced by 
a 7-day average standard. They

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Masonry Heating Explained 

Early last week the folloteiPo 
letter was delivered to the GHI 
members living in the masomry 
homes . Unfortunately, not all of 
the members receiver* it , th /»TP _ 
fore , it is being reprinted here . 
Additional information relating 
to the new variable temveratur ^ 
control heating system for GHI 
masonry homes is printed else¬ 
where in this issue of the News 
Review. 

Hear Member: 

With the installation of the var¬ 
iable temperature controls in the 
masonry home heating plants, the 
regulating cf heat within the unit 
will be considerably different than 
it was in the past. 

With our old heating system 
the water circulating through the 
radiators was always at a con- 
rtant temperature level and mem 
bers regulated the amount of heat 
within the unit by opening and 
closing the radiator valves. With 
the change-over to variable tem¬ 
perature controls, on moderately 
cool days the water will not be as 
hot but as the outside temperature 
drops the water temperature inside 
the radiators will rise correspond¬ 
ingly. So you can see that it will 
be necessary for you to keep your 
radiators on at all times in order 
to be comfortable. 

Of course, some adjustments will 
he necessary to the radiators of 
members living near or over the 
plants because the wat^r will na 
turally be hotter closer to the plant 
since it does not have as far to 
circulate as it does to reach those 
homes on the end of the row.

Lor Aged, Disabled 

Prince Georges elderly and dis¬ 
abled subsisting on limited incom¬ 
es will have one smaller fin¬ 
ancial woe: rent payments. 

County Council on Sept. 3 enac¬ 
ted a rent rebate system that will 
return to those 65 or older and 
those totally disabled from work 15 
percent of their annual rent bills 
to a maximum of $200 yearly. 

Retroactive to July 1, the propos¬ 
al by Council members Francis W. 
White. Gladys Noon Spellman, 
Winfield M. Kelly, Francis B. 
Francois, Ronald R. Reeder and 
Lucille B. Potts will make the hol¬ 
iday season a little brighter by 
assuring citizens of the first rent 
rebate check at Christmas. The 
bill ends July 1, 1975, the date a 
state ‘circuit breaker’ bill is ex¬ 
pected to be funded to return tax 
dollars to those on low and limited 
incomes. 

According to Council’s rent pro¬ 
posal. oldsters and the disabled 
can earn up to $7500 anually plus 
Social Security payments to be eli¬ 
gible for the grant. A year’s resi¬ 
dency requirement was added to 
the bill’s provisions after Council 
members determined few county 
residents would be affected. 

County officials estimated the 
program will cost approximately 
$803,000, but have assured county 
citizens that a tax increase won’t 
be necessary to fund the cast. 

Vice-Chairman White originnllv 
proposed the rent rebate program 
last year, but was forced to wait 
the additional legislative year for 
state enactment of enabling legi¬ 
slation. The proposal was reintro¬ 
duced only a month after state 
enabling legislation was passed. 

The bill was proposed in an ef¬ 
fort to bring the same monetary ' 
relief to elderly renters that Coun 
cil granted elderly homeowners two 
years ago when it enacted a pro¬ 
perty tax credit bill effectively free¬ 
zing tax payments at the level paid 
during the first year’s ePgjbility. 

Councilman Samuel Bogley cast 
the only dissenting vote as Garri- 
ty, Rurcham Francois. Hart, Kel¬ 
ly, Potts, Reeder, Spellman and 
White voted for the program. An 
alternate method to fund rebates by 
granting in cash the d ; fferonce be¬ 
tween household income and $14,000 
was tabled 6-0 for this legislative 
year. 

In other action, council approv¬ 
ed legislation extending the pro¬ 
perty tax credits to all those certi ¬ 
fied disabled as well as those on a 
government or public agency dis 
ability pension. The property tax 
credit program covers those 65 or 
older on limited incomes as well. 
Authored by Council members 
Spellman, White, Kelly Buroham, 
Peeler and Francois, the bill was 
enacted 9-1 with Councilman Bog- 
ley casting the only negative vote.

In addition, the report visualized 
legislation that might alleviate the 
Uttering problem. For example, 
in connection with the broken 
glass problem, the report suggested 
consideration of a ban on the sel¬ 
ling of non-returnable bottles. 
With respect to dog feces, the re¬ 
port thought that perhaps a "poo- 
per-scooper” law is needed. „ 

Council thought that the legisla¬ 
tive suggestions would need more 
thinking, but directed the city 
manager to improve the city's 
clean-up program. It also asked 
Qiese to report back to council 
what it would cost to implement 
the proposals contained In the re¬ 
port 

New Ordinances 

A series of ordinances were in¬ 
troduced for first reading. One 
provides for the appropriation of 
$320,000 for the cost of construct¬ 
ing the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center, bringing the total appro¬ 
priation to $380,000. A second in¬ 
creases the appropriation for ma¬ 
jor emergency repairs by $5,500. 
A third amends the financial dis¬ 
closure law so as to ma ke clear 
that members of a cooperative 
housing or condominium project 
would not have to list fellow-mem¬ 
bers or their interest in common 
property of the condominium or 
cooperative. 

Council directed Giese to prepare 
a resolution proclaiming the first 
Sunday in June as “Greenbelt 
Day”. This suggestion had come 
from the local Bicentennial Com¬ 
mittee, which noted that Greenbelt 
was incorporated on June 1, 1937 . 

Other Matters 

The council approved a request 
for a picnic permit at the Lake 
Park for the MNCPPC Employees’ 
Fund by waiving the requirement 
that the majority of the member¬ 
ship of the group must be Green¬ 
belt residents , Members from the 
audience expressed some curious- 
ity as to why the MNCPPC Em¬ 
ployees’ group could not use its 
own agency's facilities. 

The council expressed opposition 
to two county bills (#-166 and 
#182), one of which would permit 
funeral parlors in residential zones 
under certain conditions. The other 
would allow roller and ice skating 
rinks in local commercial and 
rural-residential zones. 

The council accepted the resig¬ 
nations of Peter J. Watters from 
the Community Relations Advisory 
Board, Helen G. Peterson from 
the Bicentennial Committee and 
Michael D. White from a COG 
citizens advisory committee.

also requested that the require¬ 
ment that the eflluent BODS sam¬ 
ple be collected at a location pre¬ 
ceding disinfection be changed to 
collection as near as possible to 
the point of discharge. 

Council Discussion 

At Monday night’s meeting, city 
council scheduled a work session 
for Wednesday, October 23, to de¬ 
termine what, if any, participation 
the city should take in the adjudi¬ 
catory hearing. A motion by coun¬ 
cilman Tom White to urge WSSC 
to not accept the plant until the 
questions raised at the adjudica¬ 
tory hearing were settled was de¬ 
feated 3-2, with councilman Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi supporting White. 

WSSC has the option of accept¬ 
ing the plant and operating it un¬ 
der the original State discharge 
permit, without regard to the con¬ 
ditions which it is challenging at 
the adjudicatory hearing (WSSC 
has filed for an adjudicatory hear¬ 
ing for the same reasons as Green- 
briar Associates.) Under the reg¬ 
ulations, conditions being appealed 
are subject to a stay and the 
treatment plant can ignore these 
conditions until the final adjudica¬ 
tion. 

White's motion was an attempt 
to forestall this possibility, but the 
council majority felt that the 
changes recommended by WSSC 
and Greenbriar Associates were 
reasonable. Councilman Charles 
Schwan said it was “asinine” to 
insist upon a Class A superintend¬ 
ent at all times at the plant. Con¬ 
sidering 8-hour work shifts and 
time off for vacation and illness, 
this would be the equivalent of 
hiring 4 or 5 Class A superintend¬ 
ents, when there are less than 25 
licensed active Class A superin¬ 
tendents in the State and WSSC 
has only two on its payroll. “It’s 
like hiring a general for guard 
duty,” he said. 

But White said that to adhere 
to the conditions provided under 
the original State permit is not 
good enough, considering the per¬ 
formance of other treatment plants 
around the State. Developer Alan 
Kay countered that the pollution 
created by other plants is not due 
to the operators but to the over¬ 
loading of plants that are techno¬ 
logically deficient. 

College Park Council 
Chooses Metro Route 

The College Park City Council 
has come out in favor of a future 
METRO line running along the 
western edge of the University of 
Maryland campus and away from 
a line paralleling Route 1. The 
latter route which would have had 
a stop at Greenbelt Road near the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad tracks 
was favored by the city of Green¬ 
belt. 

College Park instead favored the 
location of a METRO stop near 
the University’s west side, from 
which the line would proceed 
north to a terminal at the end of 
1-95 at the Capital Beltway, In 
this way, the subway would avoid 
College Park’s major residential 
areas. 

Rhea Cohen, representing the 
Prince Georges Environment Co¬ 
alition, saw the decision as not 
being advantageous to the resi¬ 
dents of College Park. It means 
that residents of this area have to 
come to METRO, instead of MET¬ 
RO coming to them, she said. 


Work Begins on B-W Pkwy. 

From now through December 
1 the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way from route 450 to the District 
of Columbia line will be partially 
closed for major resurfacing work. 

Jack Fish, director of National 
Capital Parks, which administers 
the parkway, said at least one lane 
in each direction will be open at 
all times.

lation of the State and EPA per¬ 
mits. Both the maximum 24-hour 
as well as the average value over 
the testing program exceeded all 
requirements* as specified by per¬ 
mits.” 

WSSC operations division engin¬ 
eer Alfred Machis, however, sta¬ 
ted that several portions of a split 
sample taken on one day and test¬ 
ed in an alternative procedure for 
suspended solids exceeded the 
EPA but not the State permit. He 
said that he did not consider this 
a failure of the plant to meet the 
test requirements, but rather a 
further indication that the stand¬ 
ards are so extreme that even a 
modest difference in laboratory 
size sample might place the re¬ 
sults in violation of the effluent 
standard. 

Cookson’s report also contained 
a comparison of the Greenbriar 
Plant’s effluent quality with typi¬ 
cal values for drinking water as 
it is discharged from taps. Test 
results showed that with regard 
to turbidity (condition and color 
of water), Greenbriar’s effluent was 
10 times clearer than the standard 
required as specified by the U.S. 
Public Health Service and EPA 
for drinking water. Coliform com¬ 
parisons showed that the plant’s 
level was 0.06 codiforms per liter 
while the PHS drinking water 
standard is 10 coliforms per liter. 
The EPA and state permit set a 
standard of 1 coliform per liter for 
effluent. 

In the meantime, it was report¬ 
ed at the October 2 meeting of the 
WSSC commissioners that the 
treatment plant is receiving an 
operational inspection of its elec¬ 
trical and plumbing systems. 
Plumbing in those buildings com¬ 
pleted has been inspected and 
found satisfactory and sewer lines 
within the street rights-of-way 
have passed the air test. A final 
release on the plumbing will not 
be granted until the plant is oper¬ 
ational. The WSSC legal counsel 
also reported that still being await¬ 
ed is a letter of credit from the 
developer for the on-going costs 
of testing the plant. 


Clerk for Public Works 

The first office clerk ever em¬ 
ployed by the Greenbelt Public 
Works Department began work 
on Sept. 30. She is Mrs. Linda 
Smith, 56-K Crescent Road. At 
present this position is being fund¬ 
ed under the Federal Public Em¬ 
ployment Program but it is expec¬ 
ted that the City will continue to 
finance the position after Federal 
Funds terminate. 

Mrs, Smith will handle a num¬ 
ber of clerical tasks that were pre¬ 
viously handled by the Qity offices. 
Of particular interest to residents 
will be the processing of special 
trash requests and refuse com¬ 
plaints. Although the City office 
staff will still take these calls and 
relay the messages to the Public 
Works Department the fastest pro¬ 
cedure for getting the requests 
and complaints to the workmen 
will now be by calling the Public 
Works office at 474-8004. 

" In addition to handling tele¬ 
phone calls Mrs. Smith is respon¬ 
sible for handling Public Works 
correspondence and maintaining a 
variety of records such as time 
sheets, gasoline tickets and equip¬ 
ment maintenance records.
